J. W. Farrior and Frank 
McDonald Will Be Tried 
Again, This Time Un- 
der Law of 1910. 


J. W. Farrior and Frank McDonald 
were indicted for the second time Fri- 
day by the Fulton county grand jury 
on charges of murder. Farrior was 
reindicted as the result of the death 
of James Smerles, on North Boulevard, 
in May, 1919, while McDonald was re- 
indicted in connection with the death 
of Mrs. Caribel Smith, on Ivy street, 
September 25, 1920. 

The grand: jury took up the case 
again following a decision from the 
supreme court in the case of McDon- 
ald, in which it was held that the 
law under. which McDonald was con- 
victed was not constitutional. Me- 
Donald was indicted for murder, found 
guilty of involuntary manslaughter, in 
Fulton superior court, and was given 
three years. He appealed the case, 
but a motion for a new trial was over- 
ruled. He took the case to the su- 
preme court, which body granted him 
a new trial on the grounds that the 
law of 1915 regulating the speed of 
traffic in the state, was passed at an 
extraordinary session of ‘the legis- 
lature without notice that this matter 
would be considered.

ica’s military system on a peace-time 
basis, the quartermaster’s supply depot 
at Candler warehouse, which has been 
supply headquarters for the entire 
southeast for the war department 
since America entered the great 
war, will be abandoned within a few 
months, it was announced Friday by 
Colonel M. Grey Zalinske, quarter- 
master supply officer for the south- 
east. 

The entire Candler warehouse, con- 
sisting of a number of concrete build- 
ings which cover an entire block, and 
affording more than 2,000,000 square 
feet of storage space, has been utilized 
by the government. At present, ac- 
cording to Colenel Zalinske, a general 
stock of army supplies, valued at more 
than $50,000,000, is housed at the 
warehouse. 

A large proportion of the tremend- 
ous stock, consisting of all kinds of 
army supplies, with the exception of 
motor vehicles, will be gradually trans- 
ferred to other depots, and a large 
surplus will be disposed of at «uction 
by the surplus supply officer. Some 
of the stock will be placed at 
Jessup as a reserve. Clothing, food- 
stuffs, hardware and general military 
equipment constitute the supply stock. 

At present a staff of fourteen com- 
missioned officers and about 350 cler- 
ical workers, guards and workmen is 
in charge of the supplies. A number 
of the employees will be retained at 
Camp Jessup, after a portion of the 
stock has been transferred to thas 
post. é 

Although no definite plans as to the 
future of the warehouse have been 
announced by the Candler interests, 
it is thought that the big plant will be 
used again for the storage of cotton 
and other commodities. It will be a 
matter of six or eight months, accord- 
ing to government officials, before the 
war department is ready to relinquish 
possession. 

The Candler warehouse is located 
near West End. Main offices front 
on Glenn street, the northern boundary 
of the square. It is bounded on the 
east by Stewart avenue, oh the south 
by Shelton avenue, and on the west 


by Murphy avenue, Spur tracks from 
the Central of Georgia railway enter 
the warehouse grounds from the west, 
and a spur track from the Southern 
railway enters on the east side at two 
points.

Filipinos Not Fit 
‘For Independence 
Yet, Reports Wood 


Washington, December 2.—Despite 
extraordinary progress in the last 23 
years, the Filipino people have a 
long road to travel before they will 
be ready to take over their own gov- 
ernment, according to the report made 
by Major-General Leonard Wood, gov-

| ernor-general of the islands, and W. 


changed to a “hurried Filipinization” 
and added: 

“While there has been retrogression 
in the efficiency of most departments 
of the government during the past few 
years, we do not feel that the respon- 
sibility for this rests solely upon the 
Filipinos, as the ultimate responsibil- 
ity for the selection of responsible of- 
ficers and for the exercise of proper 
supervision was in the hands of the 
American governor-general, whose 
duty it was to appoint competent men 
at the heads of departments and bu- 
reaus, and above all, to exercise prop- 
er supervision over them.” 

“It is the general opinion among 
Filipions, Americans and foreigners 
that the public services are now in 
many particulars relatively  ineffi- 
ecient; that there has occurred a slow- 
ing down in the dispatch of business, 
and a distinct relapse toward the 
standards and administrative hahits 
of former days,” the report adds. 
“This is due in part to bad example, 
incompetent direction, to political in- 


lack of competent supervision and in- 
spection.” 
Popular Opinion. 

The report asserts that the peo- 
ple as a whole do not want independ- 
ence while many who favor severance 
of American ties do not comprehend | 
the responsibilities 
ment. 

“The People as a whole.” said the | 
report, “are appreciative of the peace 
and order which prevail throughout 
the islands. Many do not understand 
what independence means, or its re- 
sponsibilities. They are living under 
the best conditions they have ever 
known. It is not generally realized 
that the American government cannot 
be expected to assume responsibility 
for the results of internal disorders, 
particularly as they affect the na- 
tionals of other powers, the treatment 
of foreign capital and external po- 
litical relations, unless the United 
States retains a certain measure of 
control.” 

The majority of the Christian Fili- 
pinos are represented as favoring in- 
dependence under protection of the 

‘ited Stetes while a smaller number 
of them desire immediate and com- 
plete independence. ‘The Moros are 
a unit against independence and ask 
that the portion of the islands be- 
longing to them be retained as Amer- 
iean territory in the event independ- 
ence ever is granted, the report says, 
while the Pagans and non-Christians, 
constituting about 10 per cent of the 
population. are for continued Amer- 
ican control, and the Americans in the 
islands are a practical unit in oppo- 
sition to independence.

Tribute to Y. M. C. A. 

“I noticed in the papers the plea 
of the Y. M. C. A. to the effect that 
25 men are needed to give the sum 
of $1,000 in their present drive. It 
seems to me, one who has worked with 
the Y. M. C. A. for 25 years, that 
that organization should not at any 
time be forced to plead for something 
which an appreciative public should 
be glad to giye without solicitation. 
The Y. M. C. A. has rendered such 
service to the youth of this country 
that we are under everlasting obliga- 


tution. 

“Some of the delegates here also 
brought to my attention the fact that 
he Red Cross faced certain problems 
in its last roll call. There should 
never be a failure in any Ked Cross 
appeal. To make the men and women 
interested in the Red Cross it should 
only be necessary to say again that 
this great humanitarian’ organization 
was the mother of our whole‘ army 
during the war. The organization that 
went into Europe and rendered serv- 
ice to the sufferers of war over there, 
should, without any effort on its own 
part, be able to secure what it needs 
not only to carry on its.home service 
work, but for facilitating its work in 
all of the stricken countries abroad.” 

Dr. Frank F. Rosenblatt, widely 
known lecturer and European inves- 
tigator, who just returned from a 


two-year tour of destitute Poland, 


Russia and Siberia, graphically told 
of his experiences among his co-re- 
ligionists abroad. 

Sacrifices in Europe. 

“We speak of sacrifices and self- 
aacrificing here,’ said Dr. Rosenblatt, 
“but it is all a joke in comparison 
with the sacrifices which I found our 
people enduring over there. Ilvery- 
where I found germ-laden communities, 
the population of entire villages ready 
to be on the move, and leave their 
destroyed homes, on an hour's notice; 
children unable to stand and unable to 
talk because of malnutrition; mothers, 
I say mothers, not fathers, leaving 
their babies on the roads, and travei- 
ing on, in the hope that some more 
fortunate travelers would take pity 
on their children! And yet we talk 
of sacrifice !” 

Dr. Rosenblatt stated that 
American organizations and _ institu- 
tions abroad were aiding the refugees 
and famine stricken of Europe, and 
praised their co-operative spirit. 

The conference was marked by a 
spirit of enthusiasm which _ predomi- 
nated throughout. and Mr. Brown ex- 
pressed to the delegates present his 
appreciation of the project’s reception 
in the south. 

Friday night Mr. Brown spoke to 
the general. public at the Temple re- 
garding all phases of the constructive 
relief which is being planned for the 
sufferers in eastern Fiurope. 

Saturday morning Dr. Harry Wes- 
eels, leading rabbi of Asheville, N.

. WHAT THE MASSES READ. 


A well-known New York writer 
on current topics sought the other 
day to find out what the masses 


-in America think about the confer- 


ence for the limitation of arma- 
ments. 

The newspapers and magazines, 
as he puts it, “have deluged us 
with enthusiastic comments on 
the armament conference from 
statesmen at home and abroad, 
from financiers, from business 
leaders, from labor leaders, from 
ministers, from professors, and 
even from armament makers,” but: 
what he wanted to know about was 
the attitude of the masses—of 
what he termed the “humbler 
strata,” the rank and file of the 
people—toward the conference and 
the questions it has under consid- 
eration. 

So, he said— 

“l gave these instructions to an 
associate: ‘Go out and talk abott 
the Washington conference to la- 
borers, to longshoremen,_ street 
cleaners, housewives, immigrants, 
teamsters, elevator operators, and, 
perhaps, young girls in factories 
and stores, manicure girls, etc. 
Report exactly what each one-says. 
Get' the names, addresses and occu- 
pations of all the people you inter- 
view.’ ”’ 

The result, as he expressed it, 
was “not flattering to our stand- 
ard of education.” 

He found that the attitude of 
the laborers, housewives, team- 
sters, working girls, etc., taking 
them as a whole, toward the arm- 
aments conference now in session 
in the national capital is similar 


~' to that of the average lay citizen 


toward the Einstein theory of rela- 


. tivity. 


They know little about it, and. 


Care less! 


The conference is the greatest 
cyont of its kind in the history of 
world politics. It is epochal. 

Here we have gathered together 
the greatest of -contemporary 
statesmen, engaged in daily con- 
ference and _ deliberation upon 


. Matters of far-reaching and vital 


importance — matters’ affecting 
every nation, every hearthstone, 
every man, woman and child in 
the whole world—and yet, says 
this commentator, “the percentage 


(of the rank and file of the peo- 


ple) which knows absolutely noth- 
ing about anything going on in 
Washington is discouraging!” 

The world is figuratively burn- 
ing up with unrest, international 
hatred, discontent; and yet the 
very people—the common people— 
who are struggling under the bur- 
den of inordinate taxation, and who 
are the worst sufferers from the 
conditions to remedy which is the 
purpose for which the conference 
was called, are not’ interested in

The sensational features to 
which our papers devote columns 
of first-page space, and which we 
display with box-car lettered head- 
lines, are either ignored by the 
foreign dailies or dismissed with 
a few lines in an obscure corner 


Whether it is our newspapers or 
the American public that is to 
blame for the character of matter 
our people are given to read is a 
disputed question. 

It is analogous to the age-old 
query about whether existence of 
the hen preceded that of the egg. 

But this fact is patent: If the 
masses did not relish and refused 
to read the character of news that 
is served to them day by day the 
newspapers would quickly change 
the brand and give them something 
else! \ 

Some of the newspapers will 
venture into any field in order to 
get circulation—even to the extent 
of poisoning the public mind. 
Many people permit salacious, 
vicious, poisonous reading matter 
to go into their homes who con- 
fess that they are not interested 
in matters of general and. world- 
wide importance. 

But whoever is to blame, wheth- 
or it be the papers or the public, 
the fact that the condition of which 
this New York journalist complains 
exists is a sad commentary on the 
American estimate of news value. 


BURGLARY INCREASING. 

The public all pver the country 
must be impressed with the rate 
at which the crime of burglary is 
increasing. 
Not only is the commission of 
the type of crime becoming more 
and more frequent, but the crim- 
inals are apparently becoming 
more desperate as time goes on, 
and more resourceful and daring 
in their play for “big hauls” or 
“swag.” 

No business establishment nor

There is no excuse for burglary. 
Neither is there any excuse that 
the police can offer for letting a 
burglar escape arrest, nor the 
courts for letting an arrested: 
burglar go unwhipped of justice! 
The public is entitled to pro- 
tection from these outlaws and 
potential murderers, but the pub- 
lic hazard is growing greater in- 
stead of less. , 
Burglary should not only be 
checked, but stopped; and more 
alertness on the part of the police 
authorities, more diligence in 
making arrests, fewer fines and 
releases on bonds, and more long- 
term sentences to the penitenti- | 
ary—without thought of the fees | 
going to prosecutors when fines 
instead of prison sentences are 
imposed—would go a long way 
toward stopping it!

HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


POSTURE. 

About one out of every ten children 
between the ages of 10 and 15 you see 
going to and from school every day is 
round-shouldered and hollow or flat- 
chested. Allowed to continue uncor- 
rected, it ultimately leads to a host of 
systemic ailments and handicaps the 
individual throughout life. If our 
publie school system were what it 


‘Should be, the proper physical train- 


ing of children of that age would pre- 
vent the development of such deformi- 
ties and give the young idea a chance 
to shoot straight in life. But the 
teaching staff itself is generally any- 
thing but physically trained, so it is 
probably natura] that those physical 
defects should be ignored in the school- 
room, 

The hump-backed seats in many 
school rooms predispose the children to 
round shoulders, flat chests, ptosis and 
general atony. Many _ school boards 
order seats without sufficient regard 
for the physical welfare of the chil- 
dren. They 
medical counsel as to the form ard 
construction of the seats. And con- 
sequently, one finds a hollow in the 
seat right where there should be a 
supporting prominence, in the small of 
the back; and a prominence’ where 
there should be a hollow, behind the 
shoulders. And instead of adjusting 
the seat to the stature of ahe child, 
some school boards prefer to adjust 
the child to the peculiar build of the 
seat. 

{f your John or Mary is growing 
ruund-shouldered or flat-chested. with 
a slumped belly and a general slouchy 
posture, now is the time to take a 
hand and save the child from lifelong 
inefficiency. And don’t get the’ silly 
notion in your head that a pair of In» 
dian clubs or dumb bells or any such 
foldero] will suffice. The child must 
be trained physically. 

One excellent exercise for such a 
child is the dachshund crawl around 
the room six to eight times every night 
and morning in pajamas. Any kind 
knows how to imitate a dachshund, 
with his hips and elbows bent cut so 
that.the head and chest are low. This 
exeretse helps to develop a better chest 
pos ‘ 

Another excellent stunt which must 
be faithfully carried out every hour by 
the clock, is clasping the hands | ehind 
the back as for a rider to mount, then 
turning thumbs forward, downward, 
under the back without releasing the 
finger clasp. This pulls the shoulders 
forcibly back and down into proper or 
exaggerated erect posture. eP pos- 
ture must be held one minute by the 
clock, though the child may walk qbout 
if he wishes,

Massachusetts Bonding and Insurance 
Company v. Lowenstein Investment Com- 
pany; from Fulton superior court—Judge 
Pendleton, Dodd & Dodd, for plaintiff in 
error.

“I am so little concerned over the 
present agitation that I am taking 
this opportunity, on the advice of my 
physician,: to go away for a_ short 
spell of rest and recuperation,” said 
Colonel Simmons.

“T fully expect to file these suits 
and have plenty of time left in which 
to file them.” 

He denied making derogatory 
marks about Colonel Simmons, and 
pointed out that he was exonerated on 
this charge by the imperial klonci} 
lium.

Officials of Armour & Co. today 
also denied charges of the unions that 
the plant conferences were composed 
of foremen, superintendents and oth- 
er officials who were compelled to 
follow the wishes of the packers. On 
the contrary, the officials asserted, 
most of the representatives of the 
workmen were union men. Of the 
96,000 Armour employees, all but 400 
are participating in the plant confer- 
ences, it was asserted. 

Conflicting reports from the unions

country today showed a wide diver- 
gence of opinion regording the effec. 
tiveness of the coming strike. Union

Out With the Stain. 


There comes at time when every 
housewife faces a stain of some kind, 
and how to remove it may present a 
difficulty. If the following simple 
vints are remembered. they will save 
worry and give satisfactory results. 

Lemon juice will remove ink, wine 
or fruit stains. Use in this way: 
Moisten the stained goods in cold 


few drops of juice-on’ the stain, 
then let it dry. Repeat the juice 
and drying until the stain is gone. 
For iron rust and ink stains put a 
pinch of salt on the moistened stain 
and then apply the juice. Repeat 
process if necessary. For white goods 
only.

Are Selling Rapidly

New York, December 2.—Tobacco, Rubber, Railway Equipment and 
Steel shares were all strong today. Word came from Washington that 
the investment demand which has been apparent in the eastfor Rail- 
way Equipment trust notes was spreading through the west, and that 
western bankers had taken $8,335,000 of the Railway Equipment trust 
no’es held by the government. This makes $139,910,000 of these securi- 
ties acquired by the government during federal control for advances 
made to the carriers that have been sold to bankers. All of the notes 
sold here in the east have long since passed into the hands of in- 
vestors. 

During federal control the government, to keep the railroads out 
of the money market, loaned them large sums at 6 per cent for the 
purchase of new equipment. In payment the railroads gave the gov- 
ernment equipment trust notes. These notes are a favorite investment 
for the reason that there has never been a default. The notes are 
retired in installments, but the mortgage remains on the original 
equipment until the last of the obligations are paid off.

frozen. Here and there grass and 
beneath the roots and you strike ice. 
Something must melt the ice-cased 
hearts of men. Otherwise, there is 
no hope.” 

Such was the view of the world sit- 
uation expressed by Ratenau to a 
group of Americans recently studying 
conditions in Europe. 

Frank L. Vanderlip expresses the 
same thought in a different way when 
he says that the remedy needed is 
neither political nor economic, but 
spiritual. And he asks: 

“Are we, at such a time, to be the 
Philistines of the day, little fat Amer- 
icans, insignificant but for our 
wealth?” 

For America, today, possessing most 
of the gold in the world, to Europe, 
seems greedy to grasp any beneficial 
result from the war, while we refuse 
to bear our share of tii common prob- 
lems crushing humanity. So our al- 
lies interpret America’s repudiation of 
the league of nations. 


Need of Fair Minds. 

H. C. Gossard, one of the interna- 
tional secretaries of the Y. C. 
with Sherwood Eddy and other Amer- 
icans, was with the group spoken to 
by Ratenau. They have recently re 
turned to America after studying con- 
ditions and talking with leading men 
in England and on the continent of 
Europe. 

Mr. Gossard met with the commit- 
tee on church co-operation Monday, 
and his account of things seen and 
heard gave to the committee an even 
greater vision of the opportunities be- 
fore America and the church of Jesus 
Christ; and prompted them, in this 
week's article, to give the gist of Mr. 
Gossard’s address to the public. 

Continuing, Mr. Gossard says one 
of the outstanding needs of the day is 
for fair minds. There - have been 
wrongs and injustices on both sides. 

Nothing can minimize the evil done 
by German leaders, the Hohenzollerns 
and their advisers. But the great 
mass of German people actually be- 
lieved that they were fighting for the 
very existence of Germany. Propa- 
ganda convinced them that the allies 
were guilty of the same atrocities, 
which propaganda taught us the Ger- 
mans prac ‘ticed. 

Today in central Europe, thousands 
of crippled children are seen. ‘They 
were crippled by the food blockade, 
which was maintained by us and not 


|| lifted until a year after the armistice. 


Today, negro troops, in the service 
of France, are stationed in Germany. 
The Germans are taxed to maintain 
brothels for these troops. The in- 
mates of these brothels are German 
girls. 

Another crying need is for open 
minds. Propaganda has convinced al- 
most all America that nothing good 
can come out of Russia. But leaders 
of English thought are convinced that 
good will yet come out of the seeming 
Russian chaos. The principle of soviet 
organization, while subject perhaps

flowers may be seen, but dig a little 


to modification, they believe, has come 
to stay. And that principle is an im- 
measurable advance over the czardom, 
the cruelty and inefficiency of which 
must be held responsible for the mad 
excesses of the revolution. 

The next great need is for unselfish 
thinking. In Europe and America, 
people must see problems as _ those 
problems bear upon others besides 
themselves. ‘Thinking must be objec- 
tive, rather than subjective. 

Outside of Russia, Europe is agri- 
culturally prosperous. But indus- 
trially, life is stagnant. Little manu- 
facturing is being done. 

And outside of Czecho-Slovakia, an- 
imosities between sects and groups of 
people, aside from chaotic financial 
—e make trade almost impos- 
sible 

Russia and Germany. 


The fate of Europe depends upon 
Russia and Germany. These countries 
must be permitted to get upon their 
feet, Russia as producer of raw ma- 
terials, and Germany as a manufactur- 
ing people, if the world is to be saved. 
So long as they are thus dead, condi- 
tions will grow wore instead of better. 
The prisoner, chained to a corpse, can 
not live. Russia and Germany are 
inseparably linked to the Europe of 
which they constitute the greater part. 
Dead industrially and agriculturally, 
they destroy Europe. Dead, dragging 
Europe down, in time, they will inev- 
itably drag down the United States. 

The warning twinges of advancing 
decay have already been felt in the 
stagnant business conditions and vast 
army of unemployed in America. Geor- 
gia and the south have tasted only the 
beginning of what is to come, if no 
change is made, in the drop in prices 
of cotton. 

This taste gives us a peculiar inter- 
est in the clash of English and French 


ideas over the treatment of Russia ' 


and Germany. The best English 
thought desires to give those coun- 
tries a chance to get upon their feet. 
France holds the opposite view. 

The French view was reflected in 
Briand’s speech before the conference 
on the limitation of armaments in 
Washington. They fear Germany re- 
stored. The huge army of France is 
maintained because of fear of Ger- 
many. 

The French see no hope for France 
save in force and in keeping Germany 
down, 

The above are the facts reported to 
us by Mr. Gossard. 

With these before us, your commit- 
tee on church co-operation asks the 
question: 

Shall not America’s stand in the 
conference at Washington be such as 
to convince the world that we are 
not “Philistines,” but are ready to bear 
our share of humanity’s burden? And 
is it not the duty of Christians 
,througheut América to see to it that 
the spirit which shall dominate the 
conference is the spirit of Jesus 
Christ? 

For He alone can melt the ice of 
frozen hearts.
